COUNCIL ASKS 
INVESTIGATION

Following organized protests from residents in the 
Crenshaw Gardens area concerning alleged violations of 
the building code, the City Council called for an investiga­ 
tion of the nomes in that area by the state and the city of 
Torrance!

The news that a great new 
Clark Market. Shopping Center 
will soon be erected in Torrance 
was released today by Mark 
S. Schulman, president of the 
Clark Market, chain. Represent­ 
ing an over-all investment in 
land, buildings, equipment and 
merchandise in excess of $2,- 
000,000. the Clark Market build­ 
ing alone will contain over 
36,000 square feet.

Why Needed
The need for a joint recrea 

tion program stems from the 
fact that both the schools and 
the city would be duplicating 
services and facilities if no pro 
gram were worked out whereby 
they could pool their resources 
it has, been pointed out.

The danger of duplicating fa 
cilities was seen again when 
certain members of the recrea 
tion commission indicated in re 
cent weeks that money, which 
might come from a recreation 
bond issue, should go for piu 
chasing park sites. Not onl 
would sUch a move require ex 
pending money on facilities a 
ready available through th 
"schools, but such a move woul 
mean spending money on long 
range projects instead of con 
centratifig on immediate needs 
it was pointed out.

The county has pledged t 
give $2500 more than the pres 
ent $3425. Culver City, on the 
other hand, which has the 
identical set-up as Torrance 
will receive a total of $10,000, i 
was disclosed.
